faults other hot air furnaces. The result was that the 
public began think all the hot air furnaces had more 
faults than anything else, and the steam and hot water sys- 
tem heaters got the business. was not until the hot air 
furnace men got together and agreed advertise the hot air 
systems primarily and their different makes one the 
good ones that they regained the ground they had lost.” 
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There seems question but that the dairy cow can 
take farm products and convert them into human food more 
economically than any other class live stock, and there are 
many other advantages the farmer which system nec- 
essarily employed dairy farming will result in. 

yet all the breeds dairy cattle are needed supply 
the demand various parts the United States and best 
fit with the varying environments. What breed 
associations need more than anything else push 
the dairy farming idea and show the dairyman the great 
value higher grade cows than now using. This 
condition can only obtained universal use better 
sires which will result broadening the outlet for our own 
pure breds both male and female. 

Energy used ‘‘knocking” any one breed dairy cattle 
will result indirectly, but very definitely, injuring the 
dairy industry whole and, therefore, defeat the purpose 
for which every breed association stands.

Some statistics have been compiled one our breeders 
Indiana regard this matter, and some very good 
suggestions advanced him. These are quoting here 
for the benefit our readers.

know that advertising 
makes possible the spread- 
number interested people 
than any other form publicity. spreads news; informs 
progressive buyers what one has for sale, and should 
properly constructed, create demand where demand had 
previously existed. 

Advertising should positive force, one which creates 
and builds, rather than diverting the present consumption. 
Big manufacturers over the United States today, through 
advertising, are enabled increase the demand for their 
goods. They not only increase the individual consumption, 
but create interest among people who ordinarily would not 
use their goods. 

farmer confined the locality which lives for 
the sale his live stock, his field limited. either, for 
lack sales, forced carry surplus stock animals, 
limits his output point where farming becomes unprofit- 
able. 

Now that farmer broadened his field scale through 
advertising his live stock and farm products farmers 
other states, and outlying districts his own state;

There are two classes 
farm paper. One what 
known the over” 
and the other the ‘‘concentrated.” Both have their field, 
and wield influence, but all means the concentrated 
farm paper the most effective interesting the greatest 
number readers, and eliminating the greatest amount 
waste circulation. 

The United States divided into sections, far the 
sale live stock concerned. There are some states which 
the farmers purchase great number animals, and others 
where almost impossible make even one sale. Now 
the ‘‘spread over” paper covers the good sections well 
the bad. The advertiser though, paying for the total cir- 
culation, and the bad sections bring the cost inquiry up, 
that makes the advertising unprofitable. 

does not take much thought see from the above, that 
the farm paper which concentrates given section, 
east west, more importance the farmer living that 
section and very much more effective for the live stock ad- 
vertiser than the over” type. 

deciding upon media, first—decide definitely your 
mind the territory where the farmers are prosperous and 
anxious for live stock such you have sell. This not 
difficult problem. Any farm paper publisher will glad 
give you that information. The United States Department 
Agriculture has statistics the subject. Having selected 
the state, states, write the several publications which 
cover the territory, asking for sample copy and rates. 

Now selecting publication, you must eliminate from 
your mind any prejudice you may have against editorial 
policy general make-up. The farm paper which clean

What you want the best and the greatest number possible 
purchasers. The farm paper which giving advertising space 
away for practically nothing must reaching poor class 
subscribers, for publisher cannot any more successfully 
this than live stock breeder can sell pure bred animal 
loss and show profit the end the year.

The next step make lay-out for the advertisement. 
Take the facts which you deem the most necessary tell the 
prospective customers, mark the display headings clearly, 
then lay out the advertisement the space you have decided 
use.

more clearly than any words you may write, just what 
your mind.

less words which mean nothing you, and less the reader, 
hopes that simply ‘‘advertising’ will the work. You 
are given white space publication fill with readable 
message. that space worth you what you are paying 
for it, worth the care preparing good material put 
into it. 

So, writing successful live stock copy, you must first 
study carefully the animals you are going all 
the best qualities that they embody; put down paper their 
off-spring, and essential facts their breeding. Sift this 


material down comprehensive statement, and then put 
into 


tisement, provided the re- 
sults are profitable. 

So, buying space, take into consideration what you want 
tosay. not try fill any particular measurement. Write 
out your copy and tell your story clearly. Then, figure the 
amount space the story will occupy. When you write 


copy fill space, you are making your sales talk conform 
your pocketbook, instead telling your story that will 
open the purchaser pocketbook. 

Space most agricultural papers sold the line inch, 
there being fourteen lines inch one column width. 
the Guernsey Breeders Journal, however, the procedure 
different. Instead making flat rate the inch line, 
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page divided into eighths and space sold multiples such 
one quarter page one half page, and rates are quoted 
one time insertion yearly rate. 


Illustrations. 


has been proven authorities that illustrations are the 
best means conveying story. You know yourself, how 
you enjoy looking over the farm paper which has reproduc- 
tions farm scenes and live stock. amount reading 
matter can ever convey person distant part just 
what particular animal looks like. The photograph the 
only means conveying the truth. So, advise wherever 
possible, illustrate advertising. 

stated above, the cost making cut comparatively 
slight, and when the increased value the advertisement 
figured, the amount involved not worth consideration. 

you make the pictures yourself, careful that they are 
clear and distinct. Publishers are constantly bothered 
poorly made photographs. Cuts cannot made from im- 
perfect negatives. The picture must clear and distinct 
insure proper reproduction. 

not make the mistake, however, putting just the 
picture head alone. show only the illustration with- 
out describing the animal just bad not putting 
illustration all. And too, the head animal 
means conclusive. Wherever possible, show the whole ani- 
mal. 

There absolutely value either, using picture which 
cow pig. Where illustrations are used the space must 
comparatively large, not only bring out the features and 
fine points the animal, but also that the cut will stand out 
among the other advertisements. 


Arranging the Advertisement. 


Take attractive headline for your copy. Advertisers 
are very often forced read advertisements from being at- 
tracted clever forceful headline. also well 
make sub-headings. that mean list all the good 
qualities which can read quickly out the whole adver- 
tisement. not waste space using say nothing. 
Excess words and weak statements merely discourage the 
reader and are apt prevent his taking any further interest. 

Suggestion very excellent thing copy. The human 
mind the same all over the world, and when you make sug- 
gestions that the reader for illustration,’ for 
descriptive matter,’ ‘‘write today,’ involuntarily does 
what you ask him do. very good plan ask inter- 
ested buyers write for further information. This gives you 
opportunity corresponding with them, and bringing out 
into your letters many the fine points which was im- 
possible list the advertisement. 


Guarantying Satisfaction. 


This very important part successful live stock adver- 
tising. Take yourself for instance, you know that man 
guaranteed you satisfaction the return your money, 
you would feel less reluctant about closing deal, than you 
would you felt that you would have assume the risk. 
Now other people are different than you are. put the 
statement guaranteed’ advertisement, 
will make hundred per cent better, and you stick ab- 
solutely that guarantee without fear favor, you will find 
that the buyer who may even take advantage it, will, be- 
cause your honesty, the very next person open 
negotiations for another sale. 

not enough interest advertisers point sending 
for further information and leaving the matter there. 
Your response such request may man, who the 
meantime, would purchase elsewhere, particular 


reason not that time ready buy. His name though, 
valuable because possible purchaser live stock. 

careful list these names farmers who reply your 
advertising should kept. Whether they buy not, 
occasional follow-up letter should sent them, giving them 
facts about the live stock you contemplate breeding have 
for sale. this way, you will keep them advised, and where 
otherwise they might purchase another breeder, they will 
hold off for your stock when ready deliver. 

Whenever new announcement made farm papers, 
should sent these ‘‘prospects,’ giving them the 
facts which are recited abbreviated form through the ad- 
vertisement. not though, make them tired and weary 
reciting lot material which has bearing the 
subject. concise, clear, forceful, and also truth- 
ful. 

The typewritten letter great aid the live stock ad- 
Many good makes are the market, either new 
second hand, the operation which very simple after 
little practice. typewritten letter much more acceptable 
than longhand letter, and the amount money involved 
the purchase machine small, compared the 
advantage obtained from clearly written letters, that the 
initial cost soon wiped out. 

Analyze your customer from his letter, and answer him 
accordingly. asks you questions, not ramble 
much more effective than paragraphs explanation. 

Give all the facts that you possibly can, even going farther 
than the correspondent asks you to. not exaggerate. 
Rather little conservative, and have the buyer over- 
satisfied when gets his stock, than enthusiastically 
talk the product that when the buyer receives the ship- 
ment dissatisfied. satisfied customer the best ad- 
vertisement that any one can have. 

And too, never lost sight customer. sometimes 
well write him few weeks after has received the ship- 
ment see satisfied. You will find that interest 
this kind will work wonderful increase the buyer’s respect 
for you. 

Keep copy every letter you send out—this for future 
reference and protection. letter file will facilitate 
the keeping these letters. Make all your letters short and 
the point. 

Post cards are very good means follow-up. You can 
reproduce picture the animal for sale, picture your 
farm, other interesting subjects. Post cards are very 
acceptable and are very successful putting pleasing 
thought into the buyers mind. 

framing your sale advertisements, writing your follow- 
letters, conducting actual sale, closing transaction; 
remember that the process sale goes through four funda- 
mental processes. should first attract attention, then 
interest, then create desire, and finally the will buy. 

Attention gained through picture your advertisement, 
headline. Through showing animal, sale put- 
ting sign, having attractive letterhead, using 
good language. 

Interest created through the material you have for sale, 
the interesting way which you present it, and its adapt- 
ability the person wants that you hope sell. 

Desire created the interesting facts you can recite, 
the showing the customer how important for him 
own particular animal, giving word picture the 
profits would obtain through buying the stock. 

The will buy, the result the successful accomplish- 
ment all the above elements. the most difficult ac- 
complishment all three.

attract attention, create interest and desire, the will buy 
almost comes automatically. 

not forget that the advertisement only attracts atten- 
tion; very rarely sells. The correspondence which results 
from the advertising will create the sale. 

not complain publication which brings you plenty 
inquiries but few sales. The fault will probably lie more 
with you and your handling the inquiries, than does with 
the publication. 

advisable have special letterhead paper prepared for 
live stock advertising. picture your farm, with the 
name and address and telephone connection clearly printed, 
very effective. not hesitate spend little money 
this feature. 

Some attractive letterheads show prize animal which the 
owner has successfully reared. also well list the vari- 
ous kinds stock which you deal in. 


“Why Some Live Stock Advertising Fails.” 


Failures live stock advertising can usually laid 
poorly constructed advertisements the use too little 
space for the material put the copy. Lack continuity 
another cause, the failure putting things that they are 
understandable and clear the reader. 

Many live stock advertisers not being familiar with copy 
writing, prepare stereotype announcements which not 
carry conviction. The copy should descriptive well 
attractive, and suitable amount space used warrant 
the proper presentation the sale. 


“Continuity Impression.” 


One time insertions rarely pay, and farmer who antici- 
pates advertising blooded cattle must not expect create 
much excitement using one time. When money 
spend proportionate amount advertising, order that 
sufficiently large audience may accumulated get 
variety bids. 


Not Cramp Your Copy.” 


Some farmers imagine that they can buy quarter page 
space for little money and when they find that the rates are 
higher than they thought they were, they begin cramp 
their copy into the small end inch. small cramped 
advertisement apt indicate the reader small 
cramped seller, and the man who ordinarily would induced 
buy stock from open frank advertisement, passes 
the little over-filled piece copy. 

The above extract from pamphlet recently issued 
the Wisconsin Agriculturist Publishing Company. 
connection with this subject there recently appeared the fol- 
lowing interesting treatise “Using Photographs Live 
Stock Advertisements,” written Underwood, for 
the Farmer’s Advocate. 

“On the farm where pure bred live stock advertised for 
sale, the camera great boon and really necessary part 
the equipment. Good photographs have wonderful 
value when used live stock advertisements. There 
right and wrong way, however, use photographs. There 
also limit their use. open farm paper nearly 
always look first the photographs the page and then 
the reading matter. perfectly sure this the same 
inclination most every other reader. follows, then, that 
ones advertisement has attractive photograph it, 
what has say more likely read than the adver- 
tisement some one else that uses photograph. Drawings 
will scarcely do. Once while really good drawing may 
obtained that attractive, but even the professional live 
stock artist does not produce work that compares with 
real good photograph. 
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addition attracting the attention possible pur- 


chaser the advertisement, the photograph really should 


contain strong argument. one advertising dairy cattle 


and his picture cow with unusually large, well- 
developed udder, the average dairymen would prefer buy 
from him without reading his advertisement rather than 
from the man who showed photograph cow with very 


small udder. matter fact, there are great many 
sales which are made entirely from the photographs used 
the advertisements. There are some cases where the adver- 
tisements themselves are scarcely read, the prospective buyer 
selecting his place purchase almost entirely the photo- 
graph. 

vertisement that smaller than two inches high and two 
columns wide. one-inch advertisement one column wide; 
photograph would reproduced such small size that 
the real quality the animal shown could not determined. 
The size the picture will vary but the size the animal 
within the picture should less than inch and half 
high. With photographs this size running paper that 
printed good stock, one can expect get good results. 
Usually poorer results follow the use photograph 
advertisement that only one column wide than from one 
two columns wide. This due the fact that the average 
reader follows the direction indicated the way the animal 
facing. one studies the animal, his eye travels 
leaves the direction the animal looking. For this 
reason advertisement well made has the photograph 
placed that the animal facing the reading matter the 
advertisement. The reader, then, first attracted the 
picture, next goes the reading matter beside and reads 
the argument there. single column advertisement 
used impossible have the picture face the reading 
matter the advertisement. Instead will face some other 
advertisement and the picture likely aid the 
other man whose advertisement has photograph it. 
sending advertisement paper,one should always 
indicate that desires double column space and that the 
animal face the reading matter his advertisement. 


The average photographer has not made study the 
advertising value photographs and when makes 
picture pays more attention the artistic value the 
paper. posing the animal, one should exercise care that 
there will nothing the photograph that might detract 
from the animal itself. Care should taken not have 
attendant standing such way that hides part the 
animal that his face prominent the picture. possi- 
ble, the animal should caught the yard the pasture 
where standing naturally without anything else near 
that might spoil the photograph. Best results will surely 
obtained getting the animal slight eminence the 
open pasture with all buildings, trees and fences one hundred 
feet more away. The camera should moved away from 
the animal such distance that the ground glass will 
just about filled with sufficient space top and bottom and 
the front and rear avoid crowding the picture. The 
The background should eliminated giving sort 
blurred effect, which will make the animal stand out sharp 
and clear. These two latter features are the greatest 
importance photograph, and especially one that 
reproduced. general thing, glossy surfaced paper gives 
better results than any other kind. 

very necessary have the animal standing level. 
the front feet are higher than the hind feet, the back will 
appear sloped. All sorts distortions may result from 
not having the subject standing level. Particular attention 


should paid getting the animal’s eye the picture.”

Secretary’s books the Waukesha County Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association during 1915. Several new lines activity 
have been undertaken, proposed. 

the annual meeting January, 1915, there were 116 
paid members. This year, several our members, having 
made their fortunes with Guernseys have retired from the 
business. the other hand have secured number 
new members, and for the year just closing, have 126 
paid members. The combined increase the past two years 
the greatest any two years the history the Associa- 
tion. This increased growth especially noteworthy, when 
consider the fact that this Association has been well or- 
ganized and generally considered the leader this work for 
number years. 

There were 227 people the 1915 winter banquet, and 
about 550 the summer meeting. 

The sixth annual sale was highly successful point 
attendance, methods selling, and many the cattle were 
high class. The first semi-annual sale the Association was 
inaugurated and held Oct. 26. was decided success 
considering the conditions due foot-and-mouth disease. 
The class cattle were uniformly good, and although the 
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values were favor the visiting buyers, was sale which 
clearly demonstrated Waukesha County Guernsey quality 
and the character the breeders. 

This movement erect sale pavilion Waukesha was 
started this Association and was later turned over 
another organization, which many Guernsey breeders are 
represented. 

The inquiries coming the Secretary’s office have not 
been numerous last year, but the last few months there 
has been marked increase, and there have been goodly 
number carloads shipped out the County during that 
time. 

The co-operative plan advertising instituted this 
Association several years ago, has been largely followed the 
past year other communities.

70. Had been man then and the Governor the state 
would have met audience real good splendid citizens, 
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patriotic people, intelligent and all that, but among the boys 
probably would have seen boys with suspenders that really 
did not match; would have seen young men dressed 
blue jeans stuck into their boots, with some cheap hat 
cap that pulls down over the ears this time the year, 
with pair home made mittens that the mother made 
from home made wool and yarn; and the girls—they were 
pretty those days just they are today—but they would 
have had calico dresses, they would have had some cheap 
bonnet and shawl over their shoulders. Now, that the 
difference, friends, the appearance agricultural 
audience this country less than years, and 
great compliment the men who have devoted their time 
and energy the improvement agriculture also 
great compliment the people themselves who have worked

can remember the time when there were very few wagons 
that came from wagon shops the lower part Sauk Coun- 
ty. They were either parts wagons put together some 
carpenters and some parts brought from Europe. can 
remember when they had the ends saw log for wagon 
wheels. That was right after the war when everybody was 
poor. They had very few horsee; most people used oxen 
the particular neighborhood which lived. The farm 
implements you please, have made great progress. Those 
days had plows made blacksmiths. The village black- 
smith was the plow maker. Where lived that was about 
all had. remember when the first reaper was brought 
into the neighborhood. was holiday for everybody. 
Today you wouldn’t have that kind reaper your fields. 
was great big vast iron apparatus; took four horses 
pull it, rather six could better. The man had stand 
the platform and whenever bunch accumulated the 
platform pitched off and had tie hand. That 
was the first harvesting machine that came into the neighbor- 
hood. But then there came this great development; genius 
awoke you please, inventive genius became busy and 
brought one new thing after another, one new invention 
after another until finally can farm practically without 
walking. haven’t got the point yet where can 
turn the machine loose and let work all day, but was 
make prediction five hundred years hence would put 
one the possibilities that the plow may started 
out any time that you want and kept going and doing 
your work automatically and when the field plowed you 
can out and stop it. haven’t quite got but 
are close it. And with many other things. And 
want get this point: would like have you think 
the difference you please the situation the farmer 
the difference the farm life now and then. 
days had one weekly paper. knew other boy. 
was German publication that was printed Sauk City, 
Wisconsin, and was started think about 1849 1850. 
learned read German out that paper. never went 


any German school, but that paper came once week; 
was the only paper anybody had. knew the names the 
business people, knew what they had sell and that 
way learned German characters and learned read 
Take now, you have got your magazines, you 


German. 
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have got your daily papers, and not only have you got them 
but Uncle Sam delivers them your door, and that 
ought be. Girls who are willing read and who are willing 
take the trouble and study Jittle can know about 
fashion; you will know all about the kinds dresses that 
are worn the great white way, Broadway; there isn’t 
anything that cannot brought you. Farmer boys don’t 
wear the high paper collars that they used when was 
boy. The farmer boy today has linen collar like every- 
body else. And here say you, friends, that the 
time coming and coming very fast when not only the 
farmer today will live the farm but the business man 
the city and the man wealth will regard the farm life the 
proper life live and going make his home the 
country. You have here already considerable extent; 
you have got this county. Quite number distin- 
guished Milwaukee gentlemen have established beautiful 
summer homes and winter homes, beautiful farm homes 
your county; they have been most liberal and yea, lavish, 
and way they have been real benefit the farmers 
your county and the farmers your state for that matter, 
and will tell you why. agriculturalists who make 
little money out our business feel that make little 
easier than the farmer does tilling the soil. Well now, 
say all; count myself that class, not those people 
that have talked about, but agriculturalist just 
the same, said before. put money back into the farm; 
since then agriculturalist. Well, now, what was 
going say that the man who comes from the city and who 
brings money from the city spend the farm real 
benefit farming community, because willing 
spend the money that costs attempt experiments. 
does not figure much upon his return that makes 
the farm, but trying improve it; trying improve 
the ways under which successful farming can carried on; 
and trying improve the returns, you please, and 
that class people have made many experiments agri- 
culture, some them very useful, true some them useless, 
but gave the farmers opportunity adopt that which 
good and disregard that which account, and 
that way they have improved the system farming 
considerable extent. However, get away from that, 
want say something about animal industry. When was 
boy good cow was worth $12.00. course, there was 
reason for it. the first place, the good cow then would 
not good cow now. That has been corrected the 
stock raisers and all such institutions this, this Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association and the Holstein Breeders’ Association 
and the various stock breeding associations have contributed 
very much. But even your Guernsey herd, your Holstein 
herd and your very best herds that you have weren’t then 
worth anything whatever because there was market for 
the product those herds. Now, the market for that prod- 
uct was the first thing establish. Now, you will think 


with for mement what did you have create 
market. 


First, all you had establish industries bring people 
see the product. You could not ship all abroad; the 
European market has always been willing take some it, 
but whenever you undertook business with Europe the 
business ceased profitable. then the first thing you 
had have was market. With you had have trans- 
portation. remember when you couldn’t ship pound 
butter the summer time even for ten miles; there was 
refrigerator service; there was service the railroad that 
would permit the transportation perishable freight the 
summer time. Transportation was improved, transportation 
was improved the extent that you could ship your product 
today, July well January, and January well 


July. That was achievement that required some 
skill; wasn’t only the invention refrigerator car that 
was necessary, you had have cold storage houses and 
transportation service had established that made the 
transportation that class products possible. Then with 
the market, with the improved market and with the improved 
transportation facilities you have improved the quality 
the cow intelligent system breeding and intelli- 
gent selection until finally feel that have got animal 
that farmer can afford feed that will pay him some returns 
for what does for him. Now those elements put to- 
gether, with the intelligence that put them together that 
have made the State Wisconsin the great dairy state that 
Some men have contributed more than others the 
success Wisconsin dairy state. One the leaders 
whom always love refer to, one the leading minds 
the development this state’s great industry, the dairy 
industry, the Ex-Governor Hoard. (Applause.) 
And perhaps more than any other man the people this 
state are indebted for the great progress they made the 
development that valuable industry. Then there Pro- 
fessor Babcock who gave his test, scientific invention 
that has been great value the people, and there are 
others, the Agricultural College Madison, has contributed 
its part. The meetings that are held the people under 
various names have all been useful; the institute conductor 
has been great developer, all which has been good and 
splendid thing. course somewhat impressed some 
these savings that are said sometimes have been made 
various things. are told enthusiasts that the 
Babcock test has saved seventy million; then are told 
another class enthusiasts that save eighteen million 
dollars year the result the agricultural school, telling 


how avoid smut oats. Then another element tells 


that the railroad commission has saved somewhere 
from four forty million—it depends upon who tells it. 
(Laughter). Well now, friends, that were all true, what 
the use working Why not live off from 
our savings Now, haven’t any controversy with any 
those things; they have all been very useful. Mr. Babcock’s 
test worth great deal the people and appreciat 
and they hould have it, for his unselfishness and for the 
hard work did inventing it, appreciate all the 
things that the agricultural college has done for us. 
true, the people have done much for the college return; 
they permit themselves taxed each year and would 
seem ought get something return. And with all 
the other useful things. Only when they out and figure 
these savings, these people handle millions easy, they 
throw them around carelessly that sometimes makes 
man just little tired listen it. 


Now, get home you please, want say something 
concerning own administration’s connections with the 
dairy business and with the cattle industry. Over year 
ago, think was last February March, January perhaps, 
the foot and mouth disease made its appearance this state 
and one time looked was going get away from 
and that might become general. had cases several 
counties and you know highly infectious disease, one 
that spread with great easiness, and was matter great 
concern the capitol whether would able cope with 
not. going say what order that you will 
understand that was necessary what did do, and 
that did protect the stock breeders and raisers this 
state. had take drastic measures. told the state 
veterinarian and the state live stock and sanitary board 
spare money, take every possible precaution and 
promptly destroy any animal that may have the appearance 
having the hoof and mouth disease, and take chances 
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and play favors, because the only way you can stamp 
out disease that kind get right it, and you cannot 
favor anybody with exception. you you will never 
get rid it. Well now, carried out that way, and 
glad say that did not get away from us, did not spread, 
and were able settle with the people who had lost for 
seventy-five thousand dollars. The state government paid 
seventy-five thousand and the United States Government 
paid equal amount understand it. know that does 
not fully compensate the people who have had loss; 
cannot. There are several reasons. the first place, has 
destroyed the herd and takes long time re-establish it. 
However, was the best that could done under the cir- 
cumstances and already have the situation all stamped 
out, destroyed. There only one case now this 
country that know of. saw the press only few days 
ago and the United States Government again sent out notices 
that new case had developed Illinois. But shall take 
every precaution again, did last spring, the disease 
comes anywhere near Wisconsin. far and Wis- 
consin are concerned have not raised our quarantine 
against that state, and shall not permit interchange 
stock, least shall not permit any stock come from 
Illinois until are certain that the disease has been com- 
pletely wiped out. Now, there are times when these things 
come along that stock raisers feel oppressed. There was 
great complaint around the capitol while this hoof and mouth 
disease was the state, and they came and begged and they 
came and threatened; they said will never vote for you 
again. said, friend, you will ever candidate 
again; you may not think now but can get rid this 
thing you will thank forever. course don’t care 
anything about votes; when comes anything that kind 
shall our duty. (Applause). 


Now, just word concerning the dairy and food commis- 
sioner. You people are all interested that office. When 
say you all mean all you who are engaged the cattle 
business and who are milking cows. have been criticised 
great deal for having appointed the present dairy and food 
commissioner. Now you must understand people that 
had been possible for have received dairy and food 
commissioner directly from heaven, one who had been puri- 
fied and had gotten one who was white the driven snow, 
with all the beautiful perfumes that can think angels 
carrying, with nothing but righteousness his soul, with 
man extraordinary ability, would have been criticised 
just the same, because appointed him. That’s all there 
it. friends, don’t lose confidence the present 
dairy and food commissioner because Phillip appointed him; 
matter fact, they don’t mean him all, they mean 
And you must understand it, friends. When was 
inaugurated Mr. Emery, the former dairy and food com- 
missioner, was still office. His time was up, however, and 
was necessary for the Governor make appointment. 
Well, now, there were two reasons that prompted 
making change. the first place, during campaign 
for Governor, Mr. Emery went out the way wherever 
could misrepresent the people. did not object 
his voting for whom pleased; did not object his sup- 
porting any person pleased for Governor any other 
friends, not wooden man; have got some resentment 
the State Wisconsin appoint men public office 
them any other favor, except save them from harm, who 
out their way misrepresent the people the 
state. have objection the truth; any one can speak 
the truth always, but when man deliberately goes 
out and states mistruths, falsehoods about has 


standing with me, and that’s all there it. (Applause). 
Now, that was one reason why did not appoint him. The 
other was because getting old man, worn 
out, has seen his day, has been honored during his 
time, should have retired When man gets 
The people now demand efficiency, they demand the work 
nen who can work and who are able work, and felt 
that Mr. Emery had passed that age. Furthermore, had 
the reputation among the people being considerable 
old crank; was more less persecutor. all right 
prosecute when necessary prosecute and the govern- 
ment the state Wisconsin ought never the roll 
persecutor. saw fit appoint another man. ap- 
pointed man that office who had been next door 
neighbor for ten years; knew him well ever 
knew him better than knew any brothers. know 
the man absolutely honest and wanted him that office 
because know position which some men might 
tempted, and did not want the experience putting any 
man there who might yield temptation. That, how- 
ever, reflection upon the other applicants; they are all 
good men, but knew him better than did anybody else. 
capable man, graduate from the pharmacal 
course the University, and rendering the people 
the State Wisconsin splendid service. ‘They say this man 
prosecuted only many people. They make comparative 
table the number people that have been taken court. 
here take the responsibility for any shortage that 
respect. told Mr. Weigle when put him office are 
not going persecutors; are going teach people 
the State Wisconsin keep their dairy devices clean, 
their milk cans, their butter factories, their dairy barns, but 
are not going persecute them; will prosecute them 
when have to, they will not obey orders, then have 
got teach them how obey orders and tell them least 
once twice before attempt put then jail for it. 
have seen cases where nen were often fined seventy-five 
eighty dollars for having little streak rust can. 
Now that ought not be. The milk ought kept 
perfectly clean vessels, but the other hand, friends, 
takes good many cans milk make seventy-five 
eighty dollars; the farmer has the cheese factory 
butter factory great many times for tha amount 
money, and for part don’t propose take away from 
him, unless aggravated case. tell that farmer 
that that must not happen again and happens again then 
indifferent the orders the state and has 
treated accordingly. But simply stooping around and 
trying find something somebody and then simply drag 
him into court the first instance take their hard earned 
money, will not party to. And the people the 
State Wisconsin not like that system, they must hold 
responsible for it, and not him, because ordered it. 
There has been absolutely non let-up the system keeping 
dairy institutions clean; they are just clean now they 
ever were; fact, believe they are cleaner. The people 
are adjusting themselves our demnds; have got good 
inspection ever had, even better, and satisfied 
that shall able carry that department better 
manner than has been carried before. 


pleasant speaker listen under those conditions, and 
going cut speech short. want say few things 
conclusion reference good and honest government. 
good government one that gives the people maximum 
service cost; good government one that 
humane, that looks after the wants the people and that 
prompts the interests the people wherever can; good 


government one that educates the people and one 
that gives the people every freedom that good for them. 
Now, believe got that kind government this coun- 
try, believe have good government the State 
Wisconsin. While have differed the past and shall 
the future concerning some the details our govern- 
ment, have objected, and have objected strenuously 
some the extravagant habits that they adopted here, this 
loose system spending money needlessly thought, and 
shall continue long your Governor break up, 
attempt break that habit, and teach the people who 
are connected with the government the true lessons econo- 
my, and here say, friends, that that respect 
have already succeeded considerable extent. There 
has been great deal said concerning the tax levy; has been 
said here well elsewhere that have made 
the tax levy. Well, now, have. The State’s taxes are 
eight hundred and forty thousand dollars less than they were 
year ago. were able, but cannot because throat 
bad, would very glad explain the circumstances 
connection with the tax reduction. rather interesting 
sto there are many things about that the people generally 
ought know that they perhaps not understand. That 
true you can ascertain for yourselves; you can your 
own county seat and you will find that the taxes your 
county have been reduced. not off hand know how much 
amounted Waukesha County, but was consider- 
able amount; each county got its share the reduction, 
according the assessment. 


Now just word about good roads. These modern farmers 
that speaking all have automobiles and have 
doubt that you are all interested highways. have 
made some change the state highway 
the money that was contributed the state the form 
state aid was collected from the people the form statu- 
tory tax, and under the same system that the mill tax which 
goes the University collected. distribution was 
made upon basis that permitted small county that con- 
tributed much smaller amount than Waukesha county for 
instance, get more money out the state treasury the 
form state aid than your county did. other words, the 
distribution was made the basis work performed, and 
some little county laid out large amount work why, they 
got large contribution. Now, the members the legislature 
believed, thought rightly so, that that was unfair 
system, they changed it, and the present system this: 
The money which the state contributes instead being 
collected from the people the form direct tax, taken 
from the general fund. The general fund maintained 
the railroad tax, inheritance tax and the various fees and 
incomes the state outside direct tax levy. the 
legislature voted round numbers eight hundred thousand 
dollars for state highway aid, paid that fund 
instead result direct assessment against the people. 
then there this difference between the old system 
and the new: Under the old system state aid you 
paid yourselves. The state merely acted the collection 
agency for you. Now, under the new system you paid 
direct tax towards the state aid. The money secured from 
the state treasury out the fund that built from the 
various receipts that the state has outside direct taxes. 
Now that the difference between the new and the old. 
They say that have some way manipulated these 
there any way manipulating that, haven’t yet dis- 
covered it. very simple transaction; sure any 
intelligent person can understand it, and don’t believe that 
people are going carried away that kind interpre- 
tation. You know, this political system have the state 
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here reminds person various things. Among other things, 


reminds story. Some boys were playing the 
road side; they stood circle and they had dog the 
center and rather dignified looking gentleman came and 
stopped. says, what are you doing 
says one them, ‘‘we are playing what 
the They hesitated for moment, and finally one 
them stepped and said, boy that can tell the 
biggest lie gets this Well, the man upbraided the boys 
and says, must not that, boys, not right 
lie; was boy one time and did not that, never told 
Well the boys did not say anything for while; then 
they passed the around. Finally little Jimmie broke 
the silence. said, ‘‘Mister, the dog 
That evidently the idea some people conerning public 
office. The public office the dog and they have idea 
that the man who can tell the biggest lie entitled the dog. 
unfortunate that should so. feel like the man 
who corrected the boys, way. Public office isn’t worth 
lying for. would not lie get public Why? 
don’t care enough for public office tell falsehood for 
great office; great honor the Governor the 
gent people the State Wisconsin preside over them 
their Governor; vote confidence, you please, 
when you say that, you have said all. There are other 
endorsements. course that ought enough; 
enough for me. not here complain. From finan- 
cial point view the office failure. costs about five 
thousand dollars for man elected; think have given 
away about five thousand dollars since the office, for 
various public and other things that have helped, that 
Governor ought help. That practically takes 
salary. Thank God have got Guernsey farm here 
Washington County. (Laughter). did not have that 
don’t know what would do. Now, say that not the 
sense complaining, understand. knew that before 
asked you elect Governor and don’t want you pay 
any more. matter fact, all expect you people 
give when get through serving you the simple 
statement that was good Governor and served you well 
and with that shall feel completely paid and will 
entirely satisfied, and that only purpose being your 
Governor. But want remind you, fellow citizens, 
something your own interest: shall not your Governor 
always, but never elect man that office, you take 
advice, who hasn’t made least reasonable success his 
private life. That office too important for you; that office 
too far reaching its influence and power over you that 
you can afford put the hands man who has been 
failure private life, and say you with perfect candor 
that who makes failure private life cannot expected 
make success public life, because the questions and 
the propositions that come him are precisely those that 
come man private life, particularly connected 
with business importance and size. You have got pre- 
cisely the same problem, except perhaps humane 
side the government that does not exist every private 
corporation. You have got the unfortunate people deal 
with; you have got the blind, you have got the deaf and 
dumb, and you have got the feeble minded, you have got the 
wicked, the prisoners, all those unfortunate people, some 
them locked for some reason, and some must fed 
and some cannot feed themselves. That element that 
has got dealt with humanely. There, course, the 
humane side the Governor plays important part. How- 
ever, there just much humanity the soul man who 
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has been successful privately, Ah, think more than there 
the man who has been failure, you will not run any 
risk that account. The business the State Wisconsin 
big business. You spend twelve fifteen million dollars 
year. business that requires some help manage 
right, and after all said and done, the 
bility must necessarily rest upon the shoulders the Gov- 
ernor. that when you select one these fellows who was 
never able manage fifty cent piece successfully, you 
cannot expect that will manage public office successfully, 
because the job too big for him. 

now fifteen minutes four. don’t want keep you 
here any longer. sorry way that could not speak 
better, that could not more entertaining this magnifi- 
cent audience. spoke three four times last night and 
probably injured throat little, but want thank you 
for your kind attention; want thank you for your co- 
operation and want say you, ladies and gentlemen, 
that the capitol Madison, that magnificent build- 
ing, and any you should perchance come Madison, 
remember that the Governor’s latch out; shall always 
glad see you. glad meet the people the state. 
well that the governor know the people and well 
that know your wants and you know disposition, and 
matter mutual benefit, and trust you will take ad- 
vantage that invitation. You are not from the capitol; 
the country. will completely finished some time this 
fall and trust that you have other reason come, you 
will least come see that beautiful capitol. Remember, 
the fellow says, yours. thank you. (Applause).

Mr. Albert Fuller: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen: 
don’t know but what Mr. McKerrow has put pretty 
embarrassing position asking speak here today, coming, 
do, from the back woods from little town out North 
Lake, but proud the fact that North Lake situated 
Waukesha County, and Waukesha County known the 
world over for its fine herds cattle and Waukesha ‘mineral 
water. 

the last annual meeting the Milwaukee Milk Ship- 
pers’ Association, they asked would act president 
for their association. told them would under one condi- 
tion, and that was, that would have their help and co- 
operation, and they agreed The first thing that this 
committee had was arrange the prices for the coming 
six months. tried every way possible get fair and 
equitable price for our milk for the farmers but failed, and 
gentlemen, shame, that American farmers, pro- 
ducing the most valuable article food God’s green earth, 
that have get down our bended knees beg those 
dealers give our just rights? Gentlemen, there 
movement sweeping across this country the American 
idea equity that hope time the farmers will get their 
just rights marketing their farm produce. looked the 
thing over carefully for over month and what this milk 
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association needed was incorporating, and the meeting 
had Milwaukee last Friday was taken up, and this associa- 
tion incorporated, make stronger that can 
have our own depot Milwaukee. haven’t time explain 
this you today how intend this, but this 
association has been running for some eight years and has 
been dictated the milk dealers Milwaukee what 
should get for our milk all this time. Who built all 
those large milk plants Milwaukee? The 
shame that American farmers not own our own 
plants? This what will have come get our justice. 
This thing getting four o’clock the morning three 
hundred and sixty-five days the year meet the train and 
then dictated what shall get for our milk 
ridiculous. This milk proposition big thing. reminds 
little story about the farmer owning large tract 
land, who employed twenty men. There were very lazy lot 
men, and one morning thought scheme that 
could get them wake up. says, have nice easy 
job today for the laziest man here; please step 
think nineteen them stepped forward. the twentieth 
one said, ‘‘What’s the matter with you?” and replied, 
too much That just the trouble with the 
American farmer; too much trouble for him out 
the roads and see his neighbor and explain this milk situa- 
tion him. Gentlemen, have got co-operate this 
thing. farmer thinks nothing investing lot money 
tools and putting them away the shed for year rust, 
but the cow that milks three hundred and sixty-five days 
the year, they Guernsey, and Holsteins won’t stand 
it, will not spend one cent look out for the product that 
produced from that cow. Gentlemen, invite you all 
attend meeting the Milwaukee Shippers’ Association 
that will held here Waukesha later date, and believe 
me, you have look for Fuller that meeting. The 
day will right, and will here and hope get enough 
duty our sons and daughters that owe this to, correct 
the way marketing the most wholesome article food 
God’s green earth milk, direct from the farm the con- 
sumer. there any benefit given, give the con- 
sumer. thank you all, ladies and gentlemen, and hope 
meet you all North Lake the 29th February the 
3rd March, the extension course institute. Being the 
back woods, all trains will met oxen. thank you. 


Mr. Norgord: Ladies and Gentlemen: know that 
some you have home the 5.15 train, and know 
that you have cows there that are full milk and you have 
turn the spigot get it, the gentlemen that spoke 
before mentioned. 

glad indeed have the opportunity speaking 
before your Association, opportunity which never had 
before, because appreciate that the Waukesha people are 
good class people and are progressive class people, 
because can judge them the products which they have 
produced. Waukesha County stands the head the dairy 
industry many respects. The sale pure bred cattle, 
Guernsey and Holstein and other breeds, cannot reached 
believe any other county the state. The people this 
county are people who have the right intelligence, the right 
ambitions and right spirit, and they put into practice 
producing things that are the best and putting them out 
the market the best condition. appreciate that kind 
spirit. the kind experience that young man 
had that went Maine from Milwaukee. went Maine 
around Christmas time and thought would celebrate 
the same way that the Milwaukee people celebrate, but that 
article couldn’t obtained Maine because the laws. 
But friend his Milwaukee helped him out; got jar 
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and some peaches and sent the young man Maine. 
got there all right and few days after sat down and 
wrote his friend Milwaukee, and said appreciate 
greatly the gift the peaches, but above all appreciate the 
spirit which was in.” 

Now was speak today the subject bovine tuber- 
culosis and launch new plan which the veterinarian 
division the Board Agriculture have for the control and 
reduction this disease. But was asked the beginning 
speak field work and, therefore, will stop few minutes 
talk that subject. 

Wisconsin, think, has rightly been described state 
whose methods are modeled many respects and whose 
methods are plain that there not much duplication 
work, and the work done very small expense. And 
want continue have that said the State Wisconsin. 

have the State Wisconsin the experiment station 
that deals with the experimental work the state, that is, 
solving the problems the farmer. are sending out 
throughout the state, through the young men the college 
agriculture and the university and through the various 
institutions, the good things that are being worked out. 
would not line with the policy this administration 
that should establish department which would govern 
work which already well covered. Therefore, has been 
the duty this administration and duty particularly, 
that should seek out field work which would sep- 
arate and distinct and which would not duplicate the work 
which has already been done, and this field work which 
should developed and this field the work which has been 
chosen for the new department agriculture, and the field 
which refer the field controlling the seed problem re- 
lating agriculture. The most advanced countries have 
controlling stations that are looking towards the regulation 
practice that effect the farmer; they have controlling 
stations that look for the inspection seeds that ban and 
dangerous weeds might not introduced throughout the 
country through the seeds that are sold. This country hasn’t 
any and this state particular hasn’t had adequate con- 
trol station take care the introduction seeds and pre- 
venting the introduction bad seeds until very few years 
ago. consequence this, seeds that could not sold 
Germany and Denmark have been sent over here and have 
been sold here. These are weeds that have been introduced 
here through the seeds that are sent here, and had the 
proper control stations take care the keeping out these 
weeds, wouldn’t have this class weeds that are causing 
great deal financial loss. And that field work 
that has been laid out for the department agriculture. 


There are other lines work which come this depart- 
ment which comes this department because have in- 
herited them. There the state fair which controlled 
this department, division this department that are 
endeavoring develop such way that shall produce 
for you fair which the highest educational value that 
possible for make it; the same time that has 
the highest entertaining value, because you the fair 
perhaps educated, see the highest breeds stock, 
but you are drawn there also the fact that there some 
amusement and that why have have the amusement 
feature well the educational feature. have just built 
new department covering various lines exhibits and 
stock judging horses, cattle and sheep. For the young 
people are putting from fifteen hundred two thous- 
and dollars premiums. just came from meeting 
Oshkosh where have given the secretaries the various 
county fairs our plans have worked them out along the 
lines agriculture. have put these plans their hands, 
and are going work together between the state fair and 


the various county fairs throughout the state, that the 
contest will run off the county fairs and the men and 
the boys and girls that win out there will come down the 
state fair one great state contest. The University will have 
great exhibit the fair this coming year. will correspond 
the exhibit that the University made the gymnasium 
last winter and those you who were there will realize that 
will one the educational features, and will give the 
boys and girls opportunity show what they can do, 
because the boys and the girls are the ones that are going 
study them when are passed away and gone. 

have department statistics which are building 
up. The agricultural statistics this state have been gotten 
the assessors. The department Madison has never 
gotten the statistics, and since the United States department 
agriculture gets its statistics regarding acreage from the 
assessors also, the State Wisconsin has not been represented 
the acreage crops which has produced. are going 
start commission this spring with the assessors and get 
them realize the responsibility they have getting the 
exact acreage the state. are going start another 
commission with the people make them realize that 
want the state Wisconsin represented, and get them 
understand that they are not going Increase their taxes 
giving the exact acreage their farms, and that way 
are going have crop reporter every township the 
State Wisconsin, and the townships that are large 
shall have couple. And that way shall able get 
approximate yield all over the State Wisconsin. The 
assessors will pay attention the yields and that way 
can get them better, and want you give the exact 
acreage that can get the best returns. 


have also the division immigration which Mr. 
Packer the head. That department doing great service 
for the northern part the state, standing between the 
settlers and the landman perhaps does not always look 
after the interest the settler. great part the state. 
like think our northern part the state our prairie. 
don’t look much like prairie some sections, but never- 
theless, the Wisconsin prairie. Perhaps you thought the 
Wisconsin prairie the south. north.. Built 
the same way, the same type soil, not all good but 
good North Dakota and South Dakota. The only 
difference between our prairie and the North Dakota prairie 
that have the stumps and trees. After have taken 
out those stumps and trees the same indications will there, 
and the good Lord will provide with amount 
rain.

Three years ago had law, 
which was compulsory law, the testing animals, and 
more was done the state that year eradicating 
tuberculosis, believe, than had been done any two 
three years previous that, but were quite educated 
enough appreciate that law and live and abide 
it. Consequently, the next legislature ours passed 
law and since then there has been some success the eradi- 
cation this disease. Bovine tuberculosis disease that 


dangerous not only animals but also human beings. 
Germany appointed commission state the relation be- 


tween human tuberculosis and bovine tuberculosis, and they 
found that 25% all human tuberculosis were traced 
directly bovine tuberculosis. England appointed similar 
commission, and they counted 23%. commission was 
appointed make general study this subject and out 
625 cases they state that 20% could traced directly 
back bovine tuberculosis. And you see there great 
deal work that can done along these lines. You take 
the case the hog, that animal very similar, and what 
happens the hog you can sure going happen man 
also. Now today find that the United States government 
has carried out very careful test along this line. They took 
several groups hogs that did not have tuberculosis. They 
took one group and fed that group tubercular milk for 
three days, and three weeks afterwards 87% that group 


animals had tubercular lesions the intestinal tract; 
days after that every one them had tubercular lesions the 
intestinal tract. Now the same true calves. Den- 
mark six weeks after the calves were born, they did not have 
tuberculosis. After the feeding milk either the 
mother any other way, six weeks after that, ten per cent 
those animals were tubercular. And you see, taking 
the percentage and the possibility transmission human 
beings because the similarity the structure the ani- 
mals, can see that there great danger that tuberculosis 
human beings may greatly increased permitting 
tuberculosis spread. This disease has been said, but 
must not into that, see are pretty near ready quit. 
The thing came here for today particularly was start 
new method handling tuberculosis. The methods that 
have been used the past have been extent enforc- 
ing farmers test for tuberculosis scaring them into it. 
Now would seem that there another way testing 
for tuberculosis. was talking Baraboo some time ago 
with one the breeders there. said there was man 
the village that was the best milkman there and every 
family had great confidence him. made test his 
herd because wanted progressive and get his herd up. 
There were five animals that herd seven that had tuber- 
What happened that man. Why, the word went 
around all over town, and that man’s sale milk went down. 
was suffering because the good was doing his herd 
and the people the state. That seemed the im- 
portant question. And talking that matter over with 
other men and with veterinarians other states they all 
seemed interested, and found that some states 
plans had been carried out certify clean herds. Now then, 


have great trade with other states pure bred animals, 
trade amounting fifty-five thousand dollars last year.

and have got take care that kind practice. Now 
then, would much better, carried our sale 
animals with other states that have been tested for one 
two three years and which tuberculosis animals have 
been found within that time, and would better for the 
man who test these herds that they state inspectors and 
whom have direct charge of; then there would estab- 
lished herds whose condition absolutely knew, and 
can say the veterinarians other states that have 
herds that are absolutely clean far tubercular test will 
shop their condition, and think fact that would 
have much greater demand for our cattle could sell 
people other states large number herds that kind, 
and think fact that today farmers who are looking 
for cattle would much rather take those cattle from certified 
clean herds than herds that have not been tested, even though 
they make the individual test immediately when they buy 


them. And talking this matter over with large number 
veterinarians other states found that they are willing 
co-operate with us, anxious get the cattle from the 
State Wisconsin, but more anxious that they should know 
what they are getting, and have the assurance from 
large number veterinarians from the surrounding and 
neighboring states that they will receive the stock from this 
certified herd premium. Now, think any fair minded 
man can say will advantage him have his herd 
tested for tuberculosis and brought into this class. leave 
this matter for your association consider, and shall 
glad hear from you whether not you have adopted 
and whether not you have any suggestions offer 
along that line.

This feat, 
however, has been accomplished, and the record was made 
Mr. Barron’s Oaks Farm, under the direction 
Kerr, his able farm manager. 

little history regarding the farm will, therefore, doubt- 
less prove interesting. stated above, Mr. Barron seven 
years ago purchased this estate. consisted 140 acres 
woodland and pasture. There were but few buildings 
the place and these were poor condition. The first con- 
struction work was the remodelling old barn house 
eight cows. Mr. Barron always kept cow and when had 
more than enough milk for his own use the neighbors pur- 
chased some. this means became interested small 
hospital, known the Bonny Bairns Home for babies where 
the milk supply was not very satisfactory. When the barn 
was finished and the milk had been supplied the babies’ 
home for year, was found that the death rate had de- 
creased from forty per cent less than five per cent.

and work. express more plainly, 
the aim the breeder continually 
improve his herd eliminating the 
undesirable characteristics and in- 
tensifying the characters that give 
production and the stamina back up. 


All this will mean nothing the cow 
not given the opportunity which her 
inherent qualities production demand. 
Many the dairy cows have inherited 
production much more marked 
degree than their feed and care ever 
permits them show. She simply 
unfortunate belonging herd where 
feed and other conditions 
unsatisfactory. 

poorly fed cow cannot work eco- 
nomically show what her inherited 
capacity for production is. Her body 
must maintained first and she 
scarcely gets food enough for that the 
work she does must necessarily small 
amount. 

Invariably the cow that 
given year’s good feeding, that her 
body what might termed up” 
will more work and more eco- 
nomically. does not mean fattened 
condition necessarily but does mean 
full development the body and plenty 
good rich red muscle, interspersed 
with fatty tissue. Feeding cow 
develop this form should extend through 
long period time put more 
plainly, she should prepared for the 
next lactation while she milking the 
present one. calving she should carry 
good amount flesh. For the first two 
three weeks after calving the incentive 
for production derived from the parturi- 
tion will enable the cow gradually 
increase her flow, breaking down tissue 
her body for this work, thus enabling 
the feeder gradually work her 
full ration. The ration should in- 
increased slowly. will pay weigh 
the grain for every cow feeding and 
should increased only quarter 
pound per feed half pound per day. 
more increase should made until 
she shows she has responded fully the 
last increase. this way she can 
worked her full ration and once has 
been reached with safe relation existing 
between the milk produced and the 
concentrated feed, there reason, 
barring accidents, why she should not 
maintained this flow for almost 
indefinite period until the time comes 
when she should normally reduce the 
production order take care the 
developing foetus.

Prolificacy and the Dairy Cow. 


reading 
public has certainly been treated re- 
cently lot information, statistics 
and the different articles that 
have appeared from time time the 
prolificacy the dairy breeds. Dairy 
cattle have always been recognized 
good breeders. Comparing 
other farm animals they have every 
advantage. animal that fed largely 
fattening feeds, animal that 
fattened and animal that has com- 
pact conformation, usually not 
good breeder one that fed moder- 
ately variety feeds, kept only 
fair flesh ‘‘breeding condition,” 
and has rangy conformation. 

The feeding and- management the 
dairy cow usually ideal for producing 
good breeder, and her rangy, open con- 
formation adds all that could desired. 
recall that some famous families 
the beef breeds have become almost 
extinct because their noted members 
were ideally compact and were repeat- 
edly fitted for the show yard where they 
triumphed, that they were spoiled 
breeders and failed reproduce them- 
selves. 

The average dairymen has opened 
his eyes wonder when has read 
that certain breeds were such poor 
breeders. had grown where all 
the leading breeds had their representa- 
tive herds, and had seen about 
many calves other colors his neigh- 
bor’s barnyards had another 
color his own. knew that some 
neighbors had more trouble getting cows 
bred than others and that usually these 
same men had trouble with their calves, 
but these poor calf raisers were also 
poor crop raisers naturally blamed the 
man rather than the cows calves.

The one thing that annual registra- 
tions indicate the popularity the 
breed. The Holsteins and the Guern- 
seys are, perhaps, the two most popular 
dairy breeds today and that, more than 
anything else, the reason for their 
large gains registrations. The more 
popular the breed the more demand there 
for stock that breed. the breeder 
can sell his bull calves will register 
them, but there demand for 
them will not.

The story told that one time the 
manufacturers hot air furnaces took 
much their space advertising the 
faults other furnaces. The result was 
that the public began think that all 
the hot air furnaces had more faults than 
anything else, and the steam and hot 


water system heaters got the business. 
was not until the hot air furnace men 
got together and agreed advertise 
the hot air systems primarily and their 
different makes one the good ones 
that they regained the ground they had 
lost. 

National Dairy Council has laid 
the foundation for the work-together- 
idea the American dairy industry and 
let hope that the day will soon come 
when the breeders dairy cattle, with 
their associations, will willing first 
and foremost boost the dairy cow, 
give her full credit for what she and 
what she will given chance, and 
then claim their right for place her 
ranks. The breeders associations that 
will not this because they fear their 
breed will not get its share, not de- 
serve place. 

When remember that there are 
the average less than four head dairy 
cattle each farm this country, and 
that very small per cent. these are 
pure-bred, would seem the breed- 
ers dairy cattle could well afford 
work together some missionary 
work rather than spend much time 
and energy fighting each other.

1901 the Pan-American Expo- 
sition, Buffalo, New York, the herd 
Guernseys, five number, chosen from 
the few representatives the breed 
this country that time, made very 
creditable showing competition with 
the other breeds for the most economical 
production butter fat. The same 
year, the Advanced Register was estab- 
lished, which was the first use the 
yearly production butter fat 
basis. The tests Buffalo turned the 
eyes the dairy world this breed and 
from that time the owners other 
breeds cattl realized that the Guern- 
seys must reckoned with one 
the prominent breeds dairy cattle. 

the present time they have 4,351 
Advanced Register records with 
average 437.20 pounds butter fat. 
More yearly records, believe, than any 
the four leading dairy breeds. The 
Jerseys are next with 
4,297 records. 

Dimple was born January 21, 
1905, and two-year-old, made 41009 
pounds milk and 703 pounds butter 
fat one year, besides making two 
other records later that were very large.

interesting pamphlet has been 
issued the Armstrong College 

Agriculture, giving particulars 
experiments milking and feeding 
dairy cattle. Those which deal with the 
times milking throw little fresh light 
the subejct. Rather they confirm 


general experience. The Offerton Hall 
tests are fairly conclusive upon several 
points. They drive home the prevailing 
opinion that long and shorter milking 
period tend make the quality the 
milk vary, but unless the long period 
unduly extended there not likely 
any variation the total yield between 
dairy cattlethus those which 
are milked twelve hour intervals. 
The conclusions arrived are follows:

Perhaps the greatest effect the 
present scarcity will the resulting 
decrease the crop producing ability 
our soils. There can question 
that only converting grains and 
forages into meat and milk can agricul- 
ture made pay the highest returns. 
Due unstable markets, diseases, 
difficulty securing animals carry 
feeding operations many men who not 
ordinarily think selling farm grown 
crops, take advantage the shorter 
outlet directly marketing them. 
Every ton grain sold from the farm 
takes with approximately $5.50 worth 
fertility. Meat takes the average 
$1.00 and butter fat $.44. Such drain 
our agricultural resources bound 
affect the prosperity the nation. 

The packers have always been charged 
with controlling the live stock markets 
the country. Whether not they 
deserve this criticism, the fact remains 
that their great organization has made 
possible for the stockman concen- 
trate his crops and market them 
higher price the greatest live stock 
centers the world where competition 
between buyers keen. Without these 
great markets the live stock business 
today conducted would not 
possible.

The railroads the central west which 
carry the bulk live stock market 
have had serious cut their business.

The railroads reflect 
quite certainly the farmer’s prosperity. 

These are but few the direct re- 
sults live stock scarcity, but they 
easily show that the industry has 
widespread effect upon the affairs the 
nation. Improvement live stock and 
the conditions for its production seem 
the only remedy. Better dairy 
sires improve the blood the common 
cow and better care and attention the 
cows double their production 
necessary. With good blood and good 
management, maturity meat animals 
can obtained one third the time 
one third the cost and the product brings 
higher prices and less wasteful. The 
United States consumes daily more than 
$8,000,000 worth meat and milk, not 
mention clothing, power and many 
other commodities supplied live 
stock.

This working along the right line 
and right and proper consider 
the breed cattle for the community 
that would prove most profitable and 
section and the clearings small, there 
question but that the cattle kept 
should dairy cattle. Where the feed 
supply small and only small number 
cattle can kept, should remem- 
bered that feed converted into butter fat 
with good dairy cow will bring three 
times the profit over the value the feed 
that can made converting the same 
amount feed into beef with steer.

The Holsteins are larger and require 
little more feed produce pound 
butter fat than the Guernseys Jerseys, 
but they produce more milk, that bal- 
ances up. mistake will made 
the selection any these breeds 
the animals selected are representa- 
tive the breed. The Guernseys have 
the ground floor the timbered section 
northern rather northeastern Min- 
nesota, they were the first dairy breed 
numbers; but the Holsteins are making 
many friends and may said that 
both breeds are popular there. 


Milaca, Minn., they have perhaps 
the largest and one the most successful 
dairy sire associations the state and 
this association has both the Guernsey 
and Holstein. The association has five 
Guernsey sires and four Holstein sires. 
course, there cross breeding. 
The Guernseys were bought for the 
farmers farming communities that 
preferred the Guernseys and the Hol- 


steins for the communities that wanted 
the Holsteins. The farmers who started 
with Guernseys will continue 
breed Guernseys, and the farmers who 
started out with Holsteins will continue 
breed Holsteins. well known 
fact among farmers who have made 
study dairy cattle that there noth- 
ing gained crossing breeds. When 
farmer sticks one breed uses 
nothing but pure-bred sires, can build 
herd from six ten years that 
will pass for pure-bred animals. 

Where community just starting 
into dairying best all means 
select but one breed. When there are 
only two three dairy sires com- 
munity very important that they 
the same breed that they may 
exchanged. 

Comparing the Holsteins 
Guernseys might say that the Hol- 
steins are large breed and produce 
large quantity milk. They are es- 
pecially well adapted locations where 
milk sold where cheese made 
where steers are raised 
with dairying. course, they are also 
splendid breed for the patron the 
creamery where butter made, but 
the respects above mentioned they are 
probably little ahead the other 
dairy breeds.

over the corn belt, and 


increasing degree each year, farm- 
ers are devoting larger attention 
milk production, the product rule 
going the creameries. wonder 
how many those who obtain given 
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per one hundred pounds milk 
really know what the cost producing 
it; and yet, engaging almost any 
other business which business meth- 
ods are applied, one the first things 
ascertained the cost production, 
and one can tell whether business 
profitable not unless knows what 
costs produce the article sells. 
Why should milk production stand 
any different footing? Business methods 
are greater degree than ever before 
being introduced dairying, and this 
tendency increases, the necessity for 
knowing what costs make milk 
becomes more imperative. The question 
good deal complicated the fact 
that combined problem which 
the chief elements are the cost feed 
and the milking capacity the cow. 
But the fact that different cows pro- 
duce milk widely varying cost, 
makes all the more necessary for the 
dairyman investigate the question 
cost. manufacturer had his fac- 
tory two classes hands whom 
was paying the same wages, but whom 
one class produced twice much his 
product day week the other, 
would regarded very poor 
business man did not either equalize 
the wages, fill the places his poor 
hands with better ones. The dairy 
farmer likely just this situa- 
tion. probably has cows the herd 
that produce milk twice the cost 
that yielded some other his cows, 
and cannot equalize their wages, 
the only remedy can find for the 
situation get rid the poor ones. 
Fortunately the aids his command 
make easy task for him find out 
which are the poorer ones, and has 
one but himself blame fails 
avail himeslf it. now not diffi- 
cult matter test every cow even 
large herd, and know what each doing 
and the food cost which being done 
has been over and over again shown 
that where dairymen have made this 
investigation the performance the 
individual members their herds, they 
have often been able make much 
money, even more cutting down 
the herd one-half than they were when 
they kept the entire number milk. 
There are plenty cows with unsus- 
pected poverty performance that are 
actually eating their own heads off and 
consuming good share the profits 
made their herd mates. Every milk 
producer can and ought know that.

The Race for World’s Records. 


recent issue Hoard’s Dairyman, 
the writer for the Holstein breed 
speaking the race for world’s 

records says part follows: 

The breaking the world’s yearly 
butter record four different cows 
within the last ‘year has been, probably, 
the most wonderful achievment ever 
recorded the history the live stock 
industry. The world’s record has been 
broken twelve different times since 1895, 
there seems limit what cow 
may produce year. the past 
years there has been increase the 
highest yearly record from 632.78 Ibs. 


90.4 per cent. 
animal husbandry has there been made 
more than small portion the wonder- 
ful progress has been recorded the 
official butter records the different 
breeds, and nowhere else has the stand- 
ard the great producers breed been 
raised high above ‘‘the common 
level.” 

The first great yearly butter record 
made under the Babcock test was that 
the Holstein cow, Belle Sarcastic, 
632.76 lbs. fat from 21,075.8 lbs. milk 
1895, just twenty years ago. 1897 
Belle Sarcastic increased her former 
record 721.6 lbs. fat from 23,189.6 lbs. 
milk. 1903 the championship passed 
the Guernsey breed the production 
775.69 lbs. fat from 14,009.9 lbs. milk 
year Imp. Princess Rhea. 


1905 the world’s record was broken 
another Guernsey, Yeksa Sunbeam, with

1912 the record was broken the 
Holstein cow, Banostine Belle DeKol, 
who made 1,058.34 lbs. fat from 27,404.4 
lbs. milk year. After holding the 
world’s butter record for seven years 
Holstein breeders were rudely shaken 
from their dream supremacy the 
fact that May Rilma had brought the 
honors the Guernsey breed ex- 
ceeding Banostine Belle DeKol lbs. 
fat, making 1,073.41 fat from 
19,673 lbs. milk year. Then, add 
the discomfiture adherents other 
breeds, another Guernsey cow, Murne 
Cowan, exceeded May Rilma’s record 
almost lbs. fat, giving 1,098.18 
fat from 24,008 milk year. This 
gave the Guernsey breed, the first half 
the present year, two cows that pro- 
duced more butter than cow any 
other breed. 


Hardly, however, was Murne Cowan’s 
record finished when 
Holstein junior three-year-old, Finderne 
Holingen Fayne, broke all world’s butter 
records her class and the world’s 
records for any age from days 365 
days, completing her yearly test with 
1,116.05 lbs. fat from 
milk. Yet her record was soon exceeded 
60.42 lbs. fat her stablemate, 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, who made 
1,176.47 lbs. fat from 28,403.7 lbs. milk 
year.
